chuirman of iho meeting. He made a 
few remarks in advocacy of the new 
gospel, after which Rev. Mr. \Vubb, of 
the Christian Church, offered prayer.

Since the adoption of prohibition in 


Iowa, in 4$ out of her % counties not one 
person occupies the jail and no indict- 
ments are pending- In some counties in 
'Kansas not one person in eighteen 
months has been arrested for crime. The 
warfare in this state is not upon the 
rum-shop keei^rs personally, but it is 
against the saloon system. If it is wrong 
to steal It is wrong to grant a license to 
steal, and if it is wrong for a man to sell 
liquor it is wrong for the state to give 
him authority to sell liquor. If the sa- 
loon system is right let it stand, but if its 
whole history is a history of crime and 
degradation, let it be denominated as 
bad. 


"If we cannot closa up tlm ruin shops 


this state is lost, and wife beaters and 
murderers will possess the land. 


I'LAIN TALK. 


"We are making the tight against no 


invisible foe; we are battling against the 
open enemy, against those dens in which 
our boys are tempted and ruined. We 
can hear the cries of women beaten by 
drunken husbands and we can hear the 
pistol shot that strikes down the officer 
in the performance of his duty. We 
have in this state about 9000 saloons— 
one saloon to every twenty-seven or 
twenty-eight voters. In H.in Francisco 
there is one suloon to every tivonty 
voters. In that citv three years aiio 
?SOO,UOO was appropriated tor the school 
fund for the year, while in the name year 
$10,000,000 w»s spent for liquor. 
('It is time to ri-eandsay to the saloon- 


keeper, 'Your institution is demoraliz- 
ing to our youth; we propose to throw 
off these chains of slavery und stand as 
freemen.' 


"Can we do it? Ought it require'much 


courage to stand up for the children of

If our conviction is 


clear our duty is also clcur. 
\Vu have 


seen children and gray-headed people 
fulling down intoxicated on all sides 
from yrar to year, everywhere—all be- 
cause of the saloon. 


A (iHSAT EVIL. 


"\Ve know" it required great determin- 


ation and action to arrest the cause of 
this great evil, and wo concluded that 
the best way (o strike it would be to 
strike it through the license. 


"The civil war was over; the 
turifl' 


question was about settled. Tiiere was 
no great political question before the 
people, ami we name to the conclusion 
thatthis was the time to start an agita- 
tion. 


"That is why we are hero to-night. As 


you love your wives and children, stand 
up and demand that the authorities cease 
granting liquor licenses. Stand up and 
defend your home?. Let not the wife 
any lunger see her husband, once BO 
kind, sta&rering from rum and trans- 
formed into u brute-, as we have semi 
him. 


A QUESTION OF HOl'E. 


"Can we stop this traffic? It has been 


done in different states of the Union. 
Millions have been poured in from liquor 
firms in different states to defeat pro- 
hibition, but in vain. la Boston it takes 
bOO people to authorize a license for a 
liquor shop. 
In Han Francisco there is 


one saloon to every 300 population. Out- 
side of Boston there is one whisky shop 
for every 1000 population, und in some 
counties local option -revaila ns to 
whether (icensi'S can he granted ut all. 


"Of all the states or countries in Kit- 


rope or America, the two that present 
the least amount of crime are Kansas 
and 1-jwa. The world furnishes no par- 
allel to this.

Governor Larrahee of Iowa snid of the 


new order of tilings unilor Inhibition: 


'The banking business of a state is per- 


liips as fair a baioineter of business as 
can IK- found. The number of bunks in 
the slate has increased from ISO in 1SS3

I think mor<> than half 
of the jails of the state arc entirely 
empty at the present time.

Of all the thousands of prosti 
lutes of Chicago, the downfall of almost 
every one can be traced to drunkenness 
on the part of their parents or husband* 
or drunkenness on their own part. O 
all the boys in the reform School at Pon- 
tiac, and in tho various reformatories 
iliout the city. i»t> [>er cent, are the chil- 
dren of parents who died through drink, 
or became criminals through the same 
L-ausn. Uwik at tho defoliations: fullv 
Hi jier rent, of them come anouT through 
drink and dissipation, (.io into the di- 
vorce courts; fully 90 per cent, of the di- 
vorces come about through drink, or 
Irink and adultery both. Of the insane

"In Topcka," continued Mr. Hartson,

irced with a gi eater degree of ti«httl 
the liquor law. It shows that a com- 
tunity may live when the houses of 
ieath disappear.

he sulo'jii. Tltey made the saloon tlm 
bjective point, and when that is cone 
lie great temple of iniquity falls. 


WINK-MAKERS A.S ALLIES. 


"I spoke to one of our wine-makers, 


who owns extensive vineyards, and he 
aid that saloons injured the wine busi- 
iess. I was relieved, because the wine- 
TOwers are a great help to our cause. 
Another said he voted in St. Helena in 
io Town Board against having any 
:Ioons. John M. l'tk«, who has large 
ine cellars in Napa, said, 'Saloons are 
lie curse of curses.' I said, 'If John 
I. Pike is with us it is a trreat relief.1 
lr. 1'Jke signed the original copy of the 
ajier to do away with saloons. All this 
urprise'i me, and gave me great hope,

THE CRUCIAL TEST. 


'Saloon men don't have any exhibit 


f their good work in the state fair, 
'hey don't build up the sfale. They 
ontribute nothing to the general happi- 
ess and prosperity of any community. 
"Bank deposits have increased won- 
erfully in Kansas and lowti. They in- 
reased twelve millions and a half dol- 
ars for five years after the adoption of 
rohibition. No evidences of distress or 
'ant and no tramps can he seen in To- 
cka. 
"This society is a union on one basis, 


No saloons.'

men. This is said to be due to Ihe work- 
ngs of the Scott Exclusion Act. There 
vill be a good demand for labor in tin 
orchards and vineyards pretty soon, and 
as uu morn Chinamen are comiug across 
he water, thu uld hands expect to have 
hings their own way. It is understood 
hat, us a las-t resort, the railroad officials 
will make an attempt to import cheap 
vhite labor 
from overcrowded Easl- 


»rn cities on the contract plan—that IB, 
he company will advance the laboreis' 
jassagu money across the continent and 
afterwards take it out of their wages. 


THE LAHOIt MAltKET IN KKESNO. 


Mr. Tagf-arl, of the Real Estate and 


Employment Agency firm of Storer it 
?aj*gart, was asked by a reporter yester- 
lay as to the condition of the labor mar- 
,et in this city. lie replied that the firm 
t present experienced some difficulty in 
ittiug all the bauds they want. 
"There are a good many idle men in 
lie town," added Mr. Taggart, "but 
liey are very particular. 
One man 


oesn't want to drive horses; another 
oesu't want to go on a farm, and so on. 
Vhen the season for raisin-picking be- 
ins the threshing crews will have com- 
leted their labor, and will be available 
or ibe grape harvest. White men's 


'B for picking raisins are a dollar 
.... a quarter a day and board. I don't 
hink that the. vineyard men will be able 
o get enough hands in this county, but 
lieyjjan get plenty boys to do the work 
ust as welt as grown men can do it and 
tless wages. 


HOYS TOH Till: VINEYAKD3. 


;Boys of 15 years old or over can 


ick raisins with less fatigue than men 
an. Grown men find the stooping posi- 
ion very hard, while boys very soon be- 
ome accustomed to it. 
"White men ought to get more wages 
ban Chinese in vineyards, because they 
do more work. The Chinese may bo 
hie to do more work than the whites, 
jut they don't do it. A Chinaman will 
ot average mure than forty trays a day, 
nd it would be considered a very poor 
ivhite man who could not pick from ten 
o fifteen trays more than that quantity. 


THE UEAT. 


"Is there any truth in the statement 
jat white men cauuot stand the heat in 
he vineyards at this season of the 
ear?" was asked. 
"None at all. The heat is very op- 
ressive," was the reply, "but white 
nen can and do stand U. In grain fields 
lontiguous to the vineyards white men 
n threshing crews buck sacks and do 
ther labor that is by far heavier than 
uy labor that is June in the vineyards. 
"While the demand for labor is good 
nd steady," continued Mr. Taggart, 
there in also a good and steady supply 
t fair wages. I have just engaged lif- 
een men at $2 a day to work laying the 
itumiuous pavement on I street. 


THE SHIFTLESS CLASS. 


"There is a class of men hanging 
round Front street who will work a 
•eek or so—long enough to net a few 
oll.irs ahead—and they come back to 
own and hung around the saloons until 
hey spend alt their money in whisky 
nd beer. Then they get hungry and 
live to go to work again. They get- 
runt aud are not very cleanly in their 
jcrson, and that is why so many era- 
loyers prefer Chinamen. They-do not 
«*t drunk an'l they can be depended 
ipon. 
"If Colonel Forsyth is willintt to ad- 
ance their fare to Ifreano and tike it 
ut of their wages I can supply him with 
00 or 400 boys and men to pick his 
aisin crop for him.''

"No venomous snake will eat dead 
od; it must be live food that he 
itches himself, and ho will not take 
ood while cagetl up, not even tho most 
uvitinj- morsel. They can live a re- 
mirkubly long time without food. I 
once saw a rattlesnake in Mnrysville, in 


tigo, that had not taken food for 


•leven years. 1 have kept many of 
hem from five to eleven years without 
'ood. They will, however, drink water, 
. suppose, to keep their poison replen- 
shed. 


"Kattlers are epicureans. The}* will 
•awl out of their dens in the spring, and 
f they can catch a quail, a young rabbit,

BETTER FIRE PROTECTION. 


A Guod Suffirestiou Made to tlie Su- 


'rustee Cole. 


City Trustee Cole asked several Su- 


pervisors yesterday to co-operate with 
the city ia furnishing protection against 
fire on Mariposa aud K streets. 
His 


recommendation ia tbat the city, 
county and the Water Company sluill 
bear an equal share of the expense of 
putting an eight-inch main in the Court- 
house square, near K and Mariposu 
BtreetSj the main to be connected with 
the twelve-inch main on Fresno street. 
From an eight-inch 
main lour R 


streams of water could be thrown. There 
are now practically no adequate facil- 
ities for extinguishing fires in the neigh- 
borhood of Marlposa and Tulare streets, 
from I to K streets.

I would not like to see 
a negro mayor or postmaster of Indian- 
apolis, nor representing the power of 
authority of the United States in fiscal 
or administrative capacity at my own 
home. It would not lie agreeable to me 
to practice my profession before a col- 
ored fe'deral judge, or meet a negro at. 
the federal bar as a United States attor- 
ney. 


I do not intend to impose upon the 


people of the South conditions which 
I would think rather hard if imposed 
up me." 
F.i-Senator Truce and Auditor 


Lynch called at the Associated Press 
office and requested as wide a circulation 
as possible lo be given lo the following 
statement made by them relative to this 
mailer about which they feei to bo fully 
authorized to say thai the report of such 
a conversation is erroneous.

Johnston, both miners, and working 
upon tho Log Cabin Mine, noar KingB- 
ton, had completed their day's work, 
and were about ready to go home. They 
had placed live blasts in the bottom of 
tlie mam shaft, when Mr. White discov- 
ered that a stick of giant powder in- 
tended for the main shot had not been 
put in. He at once undertook to pick 
tho shot and charge it stronger. A pre- 
mature explosion followed, and Uell 
W bite was found ill a terrible condition; 
his left hand was blown entirely oir, his 
right nearly all blown away, left leg 
badly broken above t'je knee, one eye 
entirely blown out, and tiie other so badly 
injured that lie has not been able to 
see out oi it since. 
A piece of rock also 


struck him iu the mouth, knocking out 
all of his front teetb and severely dam- 
aging his jaws. 
In dressing his wounds 


the doctor found that a piece of his ringer 
over one inch in length liad been blown 
with such force that it buried itself in his 
neck just to tbo left of the windpipe; an- 
other finger, two inches in length, had 
been blown through his mouth and had 
penetrated the jaw, and was so firmly 
wedged that it was will! difficulty re- 
moved. 
More than a ton of broken rock 


was piled up around him in a space of 
5x7 feet, Uie size of the shaft, btrangeas 
it may seem, Johnston escaped without a 
scrntch. Less than four months ago Dell 
White would have acorned to ssk the 
public for assistance; but this nnforscen 
accident renders him helpless for life, 
and with the hope that one eye may be 
saved the miners and people of Kingston 
have gotten up an entertainment, which 
takes place to-night, lor the purpose of 
raising funds to send him to an eye hos- 
pital at Philadelphia, Pa., for treatment.

Yosemite in its grandeur, and the Tehi- 
pite valley, through which the Middle 
Fork passes, in unsurpassed for its mag- 
nitude ami grandeur on this continent, 
and these valleys being made accessible 
bv raj I would draw an immense tourist 
travel from all parts of the world. As to 
the topography of the different routes, 
the Tine Ridge route, after leaving the 
plains, runs through a creek canyon and 
thence through a broken, rolling lull 
country, and climbs the mountain Ride 
all the'way through a more or less rocky 
country, cut up with sharp gulches. 


A GENTLE G1UDE. 


"The King's river route lies along tho 


bed or trough of a large stream, which has 
been cut out by the action of the water in 
smooth curves, with numerous flats or 
benches, and along the sides ot loose 
ronk and earth slopes, and in places the 
solid rock, hut in no place is the canyon 
what is termed a "box canyon," with 
both sides perpendicular.

Your article, "Human Chattels," by 
Colonel Konytlie. is slightly exaggerated 
by tho Colonel. In Marseilles, France, 
dnrius the years 1SS1, 1882 and part of 
ISSo, 1 was there and received as a dock 
laborer tbe sum of five francs a day 
(equal to $1 of our money), aud 
the kindness of Mr. Alasou, United 
States Consul, aud Mr. Lee, 1L B. M. 
Vice-Consul, I received a passport and 
visited tbe wine districts. While 1 was 
working there 1 got $1.25 per day. 


UIIEAl* RO.VRU. 


I boarded myself, which I did for lit) 


centa j»or day. Tlie food 1 had was bet- 
ter than can be provided by any second- 
class house in Fresno, viz: For break- 
fast—coffee, meat, potatoes, vegetables, 
bread and butter arid half a bottle of 
wine; for dinner—soup, two kinds of 
meat, vegetables and wine; also cognac 
and sugar with black coffee; for supper 
tbe same as breakfast. There were more 
than 250 of us working thjre and we all 
bad tho same food. 


In France carpenters are distinguished 


[rom other mechanics by their clothes— 
blue blouses aud wide velvet corduroy 
trowsers; their wages being six and 
seven francs per day; boiler-makers, 
live to seven francs per day; general 
laborers, five to six francs per day. Tlie 
food is according to what you wish to 
pay for it. 


WELL UltESSUD LAHOKEKS. 


Why does not Colonel Forfivth tell 


how the French laborers dress in the 
same walk of life as our countrymen? 
First of all, almost all frenchmen wear 
a watch and cbaiu and good clothes. lu 
all my travels through France and Bel- 
gium I did not see a poorlj-dressed male 
laborer, nur a poorly-dressed woman. 
They wore better clothes tliau a majority 
of tbe working jreople of this couu- 


The real cause of the emigration of 


laborers from European countries is the 
military rule. 
In France tbe oldest 


male children are conscripted for tbe 
militia for five years, thence to tbe navy 
for five years, and two years on the re- 
servo forces. During his two years of 
reserve duty he must communicate with 
the War Officer of his district at least 
every three months. 


In Germany and Italy military duty is 


compulsory; in Belgium it is voluntary, 
except in certain districts. 


LABOR IN BELGIUM. 


In Belgium tbe lacfi-workers get paid 


from 3 to 5 cents per yard. I have not 
seen one laue-worker that did not look 
happy and contented. 


The board is better in Belgium than in 


France. 
I stopped in a second class 


house in Antwerp and had better meals 
than I can get in any first-class hostelery 
in .Fresno or any other place in Califor- 
nia.I worked in a sweet-oil mill and re- 
ceived for my day's work 10 francs ($2 
of onr money; not only me but every 
able bodied man there.) The girls re- 
ceived a quarter of a cent a bottle for 
tinfoiling and labeling and averaged 
about 80 cents a day. 


TI.KNTY OP LAltOIt IN I'RKBVO. 


I .could enumerate more than the 


above, but will say that if Colonel For- 
syth wants white labor in preference to 
Chinese cheap labor let him make a de- 
mand and he will get all he wants and 
more than enough. 


I have been for tbe last few years fore- 


man for the Coronado Beach Company 
at San Diego, and have worked both 
white and Chinese and can do more 
with one white man than with ten Chi- 
namen, as the Chinese could not stand 
the heat nor can they do as bard work.
